Call for law change after ex-Blenheim boy bullied before taking own life

THE grieving mother of a son who 
killed himself after years of bul¬ 
lying is calling for a change in the 
law to make bullies more account¬ 
able for their actions. 

Jacqueline Peebles, 42, is still 
coming to terms with her grief af¬ 
ter her 18-year-old son Arthur Ste¬ 
phenson committed suicide last 
November in the family home in 
Burnham Road, Morden. 

Now she is campaigning for Ar¬ 
thur’s Law’: a law that would mean 


bullies - or their parents - are 
prosecuted if they commit serious 
abuse. 

Arthur was five years old when 
he was subjected to a horrific or¬ 
deal while he playing with his 
10-year-old sister Jayme near to 
their old home in Slade Green 
Park, Erith. 

His mother said three teenage 
boys attempted to hang Arthur 
from a makeshift noose, but were 
prevented from doing so by his 
sister. Instead they beat him and 
smeared him with dog mess before 
being chased away by Ms Peebles. 

The teenagers were spoken to 
police, but no further action was 


taken against them. Ms Peebles 
said her son never recovered from 
the appalling event. 

The impact was made clear after 
Arthur’s death, she said, when she 
found disturbing drawings he had 
done as a child, showing figures 
hanging from ropes. 

She said: “Those three boys were 
the ones who broke him, and then 
the other bullies picked away at 
him. He didn’t even tell me about 
the rest of the bullying when he 
got older. It had been going on for 
years and years, and he never told 
me. He was a proper sensitive little 
pure soul, that one. He was such a 
pure soul, and that’s what upsets 


me so much. That’s what the bul¬ 
lies took away from him. 

“The bullies should be made ac¬ 
countable for their actions. If not 
the bullies then their parents, it’s 
how the parents bring them up. 

Arthur was a former pupil of 
Blenheim High School in Epsom, 
and attended South Thames Col¬ 
lege Merton where he managed to 
secure a place at university and 
was preparing to have some of his 
short stories published before his 
death. 

An online petition set up to sup¬ 
port Arthur’s Law has received 
over 2,700 signatures, but Ms Pee¬ 
bles says she has more to do.

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Snow show 


Newly released Government papers showed Archie Hamilton urged Thatcher to clamp down 


in the area 

THE Met Office has issued 
a snow warning for every 
region of the UK this week - 
apart from London and south 
east England. 

Severe weather warnings 
have been issued across the 
UK as a mass of cold air that 
originated in Canada blows 
in from the north with snow 
showers expected. The snow 
will hit many northern, east¬ 
ern and western coasts but 
many inland areas and the 
south coast will be safe.

Ex-MP urged PM to act on acid era

MARGARET Thatcher urged 
the government to clamp 
down on acid house parties 
after prompts from then MP 
for Epsom and Ewell, Archie 
Hamilton, according to new¬ 
ly released official files. 

Mr Hamilton alerted Mrs 
Thatcher to an acid house 
party - a noisy all-night rave 
- in 1989, and asked if the 
Home Office should provide a 
briefing on the powers police 
had to control the parties. 

The prime minister called 
for immediate action to pre¬ 
vent the spread of such par¬ 
ties, as residents complained 
of being kept up late at night 
by revellers, Cabinet Office 
papers released by the Na¬ 
tional Archives at Kew, west 
London, show. 

The revelation comes from 
the Cabinet Papers for 1989 
and 1990. which were re¬ 
leased today (December 30) at 
the National Archives. 

The papers also show the

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degree to which poll tax dom¬ 
inated government thinking 
in the late 1980s, and that sen¬ 
tries at Faslane naval base 
were ordered to shoot sus¬ 
pected intruders. 

Mrs Thatcher’s efforts 
against acid house parties 
led to legislation tackling the 
dance movement through the 
Entertainments (Increased 
Penalties) Act 1990, also re¬ 
ferred to as the Acid House 
Bill, which heightened pun¬ 
ishments for those organis¬ 
ing parties without licences. 

Mr Hamilton first brought 


the acid house “fashion” to 
Mrs Thatcher’s attention 
after alerting her to a party 
held near his uncle’s house 
in Bentley in Hampshire on 
August 19,1989. 

He forwarded the Prime 
Minister a letter from his 
uncle, Gerald Coke, who was 
“very disturbed” by the noisy 
rave which had lasted until 
7.30am. 

There was a “feeling of 
collective anger and helpless¬ 
ness” among residents who 
had been told police “could 
do nothing” because it was a 


private party, Mr Coke said. 

In a handwritten note on 
Mr Hamilton’s letter, the 
Prime Minister was asked if 
the Home Office should pro¬ 
vide a briefing on the powers 
police had to control the par¬ 
ties. 

Mrs Thatcher responded: 
“Yes if this is a new ‘fashion’ 
we must be prepared for it 
and preferably prevent such 
things from starting.” 

Acid house music, which 
was linked with the rise of 
recreational drugs such as 
ecstasy, gained popularity in 
Britain in the late 1980s. Huge 
unlicensed parties were held 
across Britain between 1988 
and 1989 as the dance music 
movement spread, earning 
the period the nickname “the 
second summer of love”. 

Despite the link between 
acid house and ecstasy, Car¬ 
olyn Sinclair, of the Gov¬ 
ernment policy unit, said 
illegal substances were not 
the “main issue” with the 
“craze”. 

In a memo to the Prime 
Minister on October 12, 1989, 
she wrote: “The main prob¬ 


lem with acid house parties 
is the nuisance caused by the 
noise. The police wish that 
they were called ‘pay parties’. 

“Drugs are not the main 
issue. The parties are a form 
of unlicensed public enter¬ 
tainment for which people 
buy tickets. What is needed is 
a way of hitting at the profits 
made by the organisers. This 
should discourage the craze.” 

But as officials discussed 
introducing a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill to halt the trend, 
Malcolm Rifkind, Secretary 
of State for Scotland, stressed 
legislation should not dis¬ 
criminate against those hav¬ 
ing harmless fun, the newly 
released documents show. 

On December 5, 1989, he 
warned Home Secretary Da¬ 
vid Waddington: “The point 
has been made that the of¬ 
fence to which the relevant 
penalties would attach will 
have to be very carefully 
drafted if we are to avoid 
catching entirely innocent 
events such as a barn dance.” 

The Entertainments (In¬ 
creased Penalties) Act was 
passed the following year.

Concerns grow as parking 
issue gets 'worse & worse’ 



‘Inflexible’ parking measures creating unforeseen congestion, 
a councillor claims

PARKING is getting “worse 
and worse on a daily basis” 
due to inflexible traffic con¬ 
trol measures, a borough 
councillor claims. 

Drivers avoiding restrict¬ 
ing parking measures across 
Epsom and Ewell have creat¬ 
ed an “inconvenient” situa¬ 
tion for frustrated residents 
in Stamford Green ward, 
where roads are crowded 
with parked cars. 

Councillor Martin Olney 
fears the congestion in his 
ward may prevent police cars, 
ambulances and fire engines 
from getting down roads. 

Surrey County Council cre¬ 
ated controlled parking zones 
(CPZs) - areas in which park¬ 
ing is only allowed on certain 
parts of the road for a limited 
time unless you have a permit 
- in the borough throughout 
2016. 

The CPZs were introduced 
following a borough-wide 
parking review in 2015/16 by 
Surrey County Council. 

But an unforeseen result of 
the CPZs is that drivers keen 


to avoid the areas - which 
are designed to reduce con¬ 
gestion - and paid-for car 
parks, have moved to Stam¬ 
ford Green ward in the east 
of the borough, according to 
Cllr Olney. 

Cllr Olney, a Wheelers 
Lane resident and borough 
councillor for Stamford 
Green ward, said: “It’s get¬ 
ting worse and worse on a 
daily basis. 

“I left my space at 7.30am 
today, and (speaking at about 


2pm) now I’m having to park 
about half a mile away 

“Some time ago I saw a de¬ 
liveryman back down Wheel¬ 
ers Lane, but he couldn’t get 
through because of the cars. 
This suggests emergency 
vehicles couldn’t have got 
through there either. 

“It does cause inconven¬ 
ience.” 

An annual parking per¬ 
mit for such an area costs 
£50 with additional costs for 
visitor permits. To create a 


CPZ, 70 per cent of residents 
in the affected area need to 
approve it. 

Cllr Olney added: “My cyn¬ 
ical mind says that Surrey 
County Council want 70 per 
cent of residents to say they 
get a CPZ, for which residents 
pay £50 each. 

“But most people don’t 
wish to do that as it often 
doesn’t affect them. They 
use their cars to commute to 
work or use the train; they 
bus off early and when they 
get back all the commuters 
have gone. 

“But those who work at 
home, people with young 
kids, shift workers and the 
elderly, for example, would all 
benefit from a CPZ. 

“There doesn’t appear to be 
a mechanism for providing 
about ten parking spaces, for 
example. There’s no solution 
really.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “We recently intro¬ 
duced a number of residents 
parking schemes around Ep¬ 
som following an extensive 
consultation process and 
these were agreed by the local 
committee after they were pe¬ 
titioned to improve parking 
for residents in the town. 


A RAPIST who repeatedly 
assaulted a woman, threat¬ 
ened to kill her, held a knife 
to her throat, and chipped her 
teeth has been sentenced to 14 
years in prison. 

Scott Webster, 27, from 
Brier Road, Tadworth, was 
sentenced at Croydon Crown 
Court on Friday, January 6. 

A jury found Webster guilty 
of nine counts of rape, three 
counts of assault, and two 
counts of assault by penetra¬ 
tion after an eight-day trial at 
Croydon Crown Court in No¬ 
vember. 

He was also cleared of one 
count of rape in a public 
place. 

On one occasion, Webster 
held a knife to his victim’s 
throat and told her he would 
kill her, Croydon Crown 
Court heard during the tri¬ 
al. He also twice chipped her 
teeth during assaults. 

Giving evidence from be¬ 
hind a screen, the victim told 
the court that while raping 
her: “He held my waist and 
said, ‘I will be quick. The 
more you move, the more it 
will hurt.’” 


She also told the court that 
Webster’s attacks were care¬ 
fully targeted on parts of her 
body that “you couldn’t really 
see”. 

“I was always covered in 
bruises and had grab marks 
on my legs and arms,” she 
said. 

“I was stupid. I often 
thought I deserved it and 
made it happen.” 

She kept her bruises hidden 
from friends and family with 
long clothing, even during hot 
summer temperatures, prose¬ 
cutor, Mr Simon Gledhill told 
the court. 

But she progressively be¬ 
gan to confide in her sister 
after she reported Webster 
to the police for biting her on 
the nose. Webster admitted 
this and was issued with a 
caution. 

Webster was later arrested 
on September 28,2014. 

He denied all the allega¬ 
tions and pleaded not guilty 
to all charges at Croydon 
Magistrates’ Court on May 10, 
2016. 

The offences took place be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2013.

‘Final challenge’ for new stadium plan 


AFC Wimbledon’s plans to build 
a football stadium in Plough 
Lane may be facing one final 
challenge as a decision is made 
on whether to list the current 
Wimbledon Stadium just months 
before it is due to be demolished. 

Historic England have con¬ 
firmed they will be revisiting the 
stadium to assess the “architec¬ 
tural interest of the building” 
after an initial request for listing 
was refused in early 2016. 

However, the chief executive 
of AFC Wimbledon, Erik Samu- 
elson, has said he would be “very 
surprised” if the listing was 
granted. 

The reason behind this sud¬ 
den turn in events lies with the 
Save Wimbledon Stadium Action 
Group (SWSAG), who have been 
campaigning to retain the cur¬ 
rent stadium with its greyhound 
and stock car racing, and prevent 
AFC Wimbledon building their 
new 20,000 seater stadium in 
Plough Lane. 

The new stadium, which will 
begin as an 11,000 seater before 
being expanded, will also be 
joined by 602 flats and a range 
of shops and amenities in plans 
that were first approved by Mer¬ 


ton Council in December 2015 
and finally given the all-clear 
by the Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan, in August last year. 

Work on demolishing the cur¬ 
rent stadium is due to begin 
in April, with plans in place to 
complete the demolition and site 
preparation by the end of the 
year so that building work can 
begin at the start of 2018. 

However, stock car campaign¬ 
er and SWSAG member, Michael 
Burnage, said the group have 
been working hard to research 
and gather information about 
the stadium’s architectural im¬ 
portance in a final attempt to ap¬ 
peal the original listing decision. 

According to the Historic Eng¬ 
land website: “Listing marks and 
celebrates a building’s special 
architectural and historic inter¬ 
est, and also brings it under the 
consideration of the planning 
system so that it can be protected 
for future generations.” 

A listed building can still be 
demolished with relevant con¬ 
sent from the local authority: in 
this case, Merton Council. 

Amongst other things, Mr Bur¬ 
nage said the group discovered 
that the stadium, which was 


built in 1927 by architects Elcock 
and Sutcliffe, played an impor¬ 
tant part in the history of World 
War Two in Wimbledon. 

As well as onsite air raid shel¬ 
ters and an anti-aircraft gun, the 
stadium was also the site where 
the British Expeditionary Force 
assembled in 1939 before depart¬ 
ing for Europe, and was a hold¬ 
ing centre for refugees fleeing 
Europe in 1943. 

SWSAG submitted a compre¬ 
hensive history of the stadium 
running to 44-pages to Historic 
England, in comparison with 
their original application for list¬ 
ing which Mr Burnage admits 
had to be “rushed” and “basic” 
due to time constraints. 

Mr Burnage said: “It is very 
possible that Historic England 
may still decline the listing, 
but with now new and sub¬ 
stantial information in their 
hands, the decision has been 
taken that it should be duly 
examined. 

“Will it change anything? Who 
knows? But at least now they are 
considering every facet of the 
stadium history that we discov¬ 
ered by traditional boots on the 
ground.”

There were 4,950 transactions 
selling 14,718 tickets welcoming 
more than 17,500 people over 
three-and a half weeks - not bad 
for a theatre that holds just over 
400 people.

SOUTHERN rail passengers 
can expect two weeks of mis¬ 
ery as rail drivers are split¬ 
ting their planned six-day 
strike in two. 

The strike, over the dispute 
about driver-only trains, took 
place on Monday, January 9, 
and will now also be on 10,11 
and 13 and again on January 
24, 25 and 27. 

A spokesperson for South¬ 
ern’s owning company, Govia 
Thameslink Railway, said 
the move was “a cynical ploy 
to minimise the impact on 
Aslef’s drivers’ pay packets 
and maximises misery, dis¬ 
ruption and hardship for pas¬ 
sengers”. 

Driver’s union Aslef said 
it was “taking a longer-term 
view”, warning the strikes 
could spread to other train 
companies. 

General secretary of Aslef 
Mick Whelan said: “The com¬ 
pany has not been prepared 
to move - it is simply going 


through the motions, turning 
up at Acas, as it did yesterday, 
and telling us that it intends 
to impose [driver-only oper¬ 
ated trains]. 

“We still believe a deal can 


be done but we are, at the mo¬ 
ment, a long way from that 
position.” 

Passengers have been suf¬ 
fering from months of travel 
chaos and a strike over the 


New Year’s weekend halted 
all Southern trains. 

Other operators’ ser¬ 
vices will not affected by 
the strikes but may be 
busier. 


AN ELDERLY couple were more 
than more than £1,000 worse off 
over Christmas after falling victim 
to a fraudster.

THE council has warned resi¬ 
dents of road closures and traf¬ 
fic diversions as work on the 
multi-million pound Plan E im¬ 
provement works to Epsom town 
centre began, seven years after a 
draft plan was first approved. 

The bus stand outside TK 
Maxx in Epsom High Street is to 
be moved to the back of the Ash¬ 
ley Centre in Ashley Avenue as 
part of the plan’s 13-week-long 
first phase. Work began on Mon¬ 
day, January 9. 

The majority of the work to 
improve the town’s roads and 
public spaces is scheduled to 
be carried out Mondays to Fri¬ 
days, with lane closures between 
9.30am and 4pm in Ashley Road 


and Ashley Avenue. 

The entire plan is scheduled to 
be completed by October 2017. 

Planners will also: 

change South Street to two- 
way; 

change the junction with 
South Street /West Street /High 
Street (West) to provide a right 
turn into South Street; 

change the junction with 
South Street/Ashley Avenue 
‘Playhouse’ junction to allow ve¬ 
hicles to go southbound towards 
Dorking Road and provide pedes¬ 
trian crossing facilities; 

widen the pavement outside 
Metro Bank; 

change the signalling at the 
Spread Eagle junction to include 
a countdown for pedestrians, al¬ 
lowing them to better time their 
crossing. 

The council’s Strategy and 
Resources Committee first ap¬ 


proved a draft document for 
Plan E - a long-term strategy for 
improving leisure, cultural and 
recreational facilities, maintain 
accommodation and enhancing 
retail units in the borough - in 
January 2010. 

Plan E is being funded by a 
£2.7million grant from the Coast 
to Capital Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership - a coalition of local au¬ 
thorities and businesses in south 
London, Surrey and Sussex - to 
Surrey County Council, which is 
leading the works. 

A spokesperson for Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council ad¬ 
vised: “In order that the works 
are carried out as safely and ef¬ 
ficiently as possible, temporary 
lane and road closures with traf¬ 
fic diversions and some parking 
and loading suspensions will be 
required when necessary whilst 
the works take place.”

‘Major internal incident’ declared over number of sick patients 

Hospital staff 'rise to 
challenge’ at busy time

UNPRECENDENTED numbers 
of sick patients led to a “major 
internal incident” at Epsom Gen¬ 
eral Hospital and St Helier Hos¬ 
pital. 

A high number of people at¬ 
tending the hospitals’ A&E de¬ 
partments on Friday, January 
6, led to the hospitals relying on 
additional consultants and extra 
staff as a “humanitarian crisis” 
struck the UK. Internal major in¬ 
cidents are called when an event 
has the potential to cause signifi¬ 
cant risk to patient safety 

The “major incident” on Fri¬ 
day lasted between 8.45am and 
7.45pm. 

That same day, The British 
Red Cross’ chief executive Mike 
Adamson said there was a “hu¬ 
manitarian crisis” in the UK’s 
hospital and ambulance services, 
while the latest figures showed 
overflowing A&E departments 
shutting their doors to patients 
more than 140 times in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Prime Minister Theresa May 
rejected the claim, but acknowl¬ 


edged there were “huge pres¬ 
sures” on the NHS. 

A spokesman from health cam¬ 
paigners Keep Our St Helier Hos¬ 
pital (KOSHH) said: “KOSHH are 
not in the least bit surprised to 
learn local hospitals have strug¬ 
gled to keep up with demand of 
late, during the manufactured 
crisis currently affecting vast 
swathes of England’s health ser¬ 
vice. Indeed the problems which 
we are now hearing about are 
precisely what we at KOSHH 
have been warning about for 
some years now, and we should 
stress that it gives us absolutely 


no pleasure to again have been 
proved right on this matter. 

“Nor are we surprised, the 
wonderful, committed and hard¬ 
working staff at Epsom & St 
Helier Hospitals managed to 
cope as well as possible with the 
increased demand, in spite of the 
unsustainable pressure and un¬ 
realistic cuts, which have been 
imposed upon them.” 

An Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er University Hospitals NHS 
Trust (ESTH) spokesman said 
the trust was “able to rise to 
the challenge” of the “major 
incident”.

The shopper wrote: “Dear Tes¬ 
co, please can you put a rule in 
place that people like this will 
not be served in your stores. It’s 


bloody disgusting. 

“This was at 7pm last night at 
your Tesco Salford store and I have 
seen other people dressed similar 
on a regular basis. I mean who 
doesn’t have time to get changed 
into clothes to go shopping.” 

In a reply to the post, Tesco said: 
“Many of our customers have told 
us that they feel uncomfortable 
when they see other shoppers 
wearing unsuitable clothing in 
our stores and we do try to find 
a balance that everyone is happy 
with.” 

A Tesco spokesman later added: 


“We do not have a formal dress 
code in our stores and colleagues 
use their common sense and dis¬ 
cretion when speaking to custom¬ 
ers about this issue.” 

The post prompted a debate, 
with some criticising the man for 
taking the photo. 

One person wrote: “I for one 
find it uncomfortable to have to 
shop alongside people who spend 
their time taking photographs 
of strangers minding their own 
business rather than just ignoring 
things that do not affect them in 
any way”

A mistake 

AM I alone in thinking the 
decision to replace the red 
and yellow bricking paving 
of Epsom Market Place with 
dull grey blocks is a terrible 
mistake? 


It seems to me that the current 
warm colour scheme doesn’t just 
complement the red brick histor¬ 
ic buildings that are prevalent 
in this part of the town centre, 
but that it also links in with the 
red and yellow brickwork of the 
Clocktower. Why change a colour 
scheme which is in keeping 
with not just its immediate 
surroundings but also redolent 
of a typically Surrey palette for 
a rather cold, indeed arguably 
even ‘industrial’ looking patch- 
work of uniformly shaped slabs 
in various shades of grey? 

I can’t help but think that in a 


misguided effort to ‘do some¬ 
thing different’ the designers 
have imposed a distinctly ‘mod¬ 
ern’ look to a part of the town 
centre that has some wonderful 
period architecture. Had the 
funding been available to replace 
the current brickwork paving 
with something really in keeping 
with a stylised interpretation 
of a traditional market place - 
such as York flagstones -1 would 
have been all for it, not least 
because natural stone is really 
forgiving and has a classiness 
all of its own. Instead, we seem 
to have been lumbered with a 


very ‘manufactured’ paving type 
that resembles a uniform Marley 
floor tile design in a discordant 
colour scheme. 

While I’m sure it must be 
costing a great deal of money 
it all looks a bit of a mish-mash 
to me...and, unless all the other 
pavements are changed in Epsom 
town centre (costing even more 
money), will stick out like a sore 
thumb because of the lack of 
continuity.

‘Vile package of proposals’ 
put forward by Government 


UNDER draconian new cen¬ 
sorship rules currently being 
proposed by Theresa May’s 
incompetent government it 
will be completely impossible 
for UK newspapers and TV 
media to expose corruption in 
Westminster. 

Nothing on this evil scale of 
direct government control of 
our media has ever been pro¬ 
posed previously in the UK. 

The fact that Theresa May 
has personally agreed to this 
vile package of proposals, to 
be considered almost immedi- 
atelyby Parliament, is a very 
grave indictment of her first 
few months as leader of her 
Conservative Party and our UK 
Prime Minister. 

For the very first time censor¬ 


ship laws governing the content 
of UK news media will be im¬ 
posed by a British government. 
These proposed new laws will 
almost exactly match similar 
rules of press censorship pres¬ 
ently operating in Communist 
China, Saudi Arabia, Iran and 
North Korea.

This because it will mean 
that all media outlets in the UK 
will face potential claims for 
unlimited damages in the High 
Court, and the actual reality of 
publishers being required to 
pay the prosecution as well as 
the defence costs, irrespective 
of the court outcomes. 

This effectively negates our 
legal system and makes a mock¬ 
ery of the very concept of a 
functioning system of criminal 
justice in the UK. 

To give readers an idea of 
scale, very similar levels of 
press censorship were intro¬

Britain is now £88 billion in the 
red for the very first time in our 
recorded history which is why 
we no longer have a functioning 
civilian police force, NHS, or 
any actual functional armed 
forces.

An 
operation is held by to help to evacuate thousands 
of people from rebel-held areas in the east of the 
city. Aleppo's remaining residents had faced weeks 
of bombardment and chronic food shortages. 

Christmas ‘terror crash’ 

Twelve people are killed and 48 injured when a lorry 
ploughs through a Christmas market in Berlin's main 
shopping street. The truck crashes through wooden huts 
and stands packed with tourists and locals. German 
chancellor Angela Merkel later describes it as a terrorist 
attack. A 37-year-old Polish man, Lukasz Urban, is 
found dead in the passenger seat of the lorry. A suspect 
is arrested but the authorities later say they are unsure 
whether he was behind the attack. 

Ambassador assassinated 

The Russian ambassador to Turkey Andrey Karlov is 
assassinated in the Turkish capital Ankara. The attacker, 
Mevlut Mert Altintas, an off-duty policeman, is heard 
to shout "don't forget Aleppo, don't forget Syria" after 
shooting Mr Karlov at a photography exhibition as 
the ambassador made a speech. He then climbs up to 
the second floor of the building before a shootout with 
police during which he is killed.

TENANCY AGREEMENT: 

Always read your tenancy 
agreement - it lays out what is 
and isn't expected of you. Some 
landlords allow pictures to be 
hung as long you fill in any nail 
holes and re-decorate at the end 
of your tenancy, some specify 
that they do not. Stick to the 
agreement. If hanging pictures is 
important to you, there are other 
things you can do to personalise 
your rental home. 
PHOTOGRAPHS: Take 
your own automatically dated 
photographs and pay proper 
attention to the ones within an 
inventory. Always make notes 
of any existing damage so that 
you can't be blamed for it.

BILL PAYMENT: Make sure 
your rent and bills, such as 
gas, electricity, telephone and 
broadband are all paid promptly.

THE start of a new year gets every¬ 
one feeling more reflective than a 
glitter ball in a torch factory 
Questions abound.

Citroen’s third generation C3 supermini is a crucial car for the French 
brand and must be more interesting and likeable than its sensible 
predecessor. Can it deliver? JONATHAN CROUCH finds out... 

ON THE ROAD: 


BACKGROUND: Citroen's C3 
supermini has always focused on 
comfort and value. But then so does 
every other supermini. To survive in 
the tightly fought small car segment, it 
must offer more in MK3 model guise 
and do so with a dash of Gallic flair. 
There were signs that Citroen could still 
offer that with its C4 Cactus Crossover 
model of 2014 and that impetus seems 
to have been continued here. 
EXPERIENCE: What should a 
modern Citroen be? Not like the 
second generation C3 supermini, 
that's for sure. Today to survive, the 
brand must offer more than just 
sensible efficiency: the PSA Group has 
its Peugeot brand to deliver that. And 
its DS nameplate to offer a fashion¬ 
conscious premium option for those 
prepared to pay a little more. Which 
leaves Citroen needing to go back to 
being the kind of manufacturer it once 
was, fun, innovative and different. 


CITROEN C3 


Which, at first glance at least, 
appears to be what's served up here. 
The look is unique, can be embellished 
by a two-tone paint option and 
incorporates the unusual 'Airbump' 
side panels we first saw on the brand's 
C4 Cactus crossover model. Plus 
there's some interesting technology 
that you won't have seen before on this 
class of car. 

DESIGN: Though much has changed 
about this third generation C3, few of 
the differences can be found beneath 
the bonnet. Which means that power 
comes from much the same engine 
range used by final versions of its 
predecessor. To be fair, there wasn't a 
lot wrong with that car's powertrain 
line-up by the very end. The PureTech 


three cylinder 1.2-litre unit is frugal 
and willing, while the 1.6-litre BlueHDi 
diesels are amongst the cleanest and 
most frugal engines of their kind in the 
industry. 

First up at the bottom of the range 
is a 1.0-litre 68bhp unit that needs 
to be revved quite hard if you're 
to get anywhere near the quoted 
performance figures. Much better 
is the 1.2-litre version of this unit 
which offers either 82 or llObhp and 
delivers the same distinctive three 
cylinder thrum but accompanies it 
with pokier performance. It also gives 
you the option of the brand's ETG 
semi-automatic gearbox. As for the 
BlueHDi diesel options, well there are 
two main ones. Most potential buyers 



will be looking at the 75bhp variant but 
a lOObhp version of this frugal unit is 
also offered. 

MARKET AND MODEL The idea 
here is to offer supermini buyers a little 
more energy and personality and that's 
broadly what's delivered. At 3.99m 
in length, this car is slightly smaller 
than some of its rivals, but it's more 
interesting to look at. 

At the front, there's the distinctive 
two-tier front light signature we 
first saw on the current C4 Picasso. 
Double chrome strips extend from 


the double-chevron badge and go all 
the way across to slick LED daytime 
running lights. In profile, the black 
windscreen pillars and floating roof aim 
to accentuate the more dynamic shape. 
There's a deliberately high bonnet line, 
short overhangs, 3D rear lights and 
wheelarches fitted with extensions for a 
crossover-style look. 

Inside, Citroen says that it's drawn 
inspiration from travel and home 
interior design to create an interior 
that aims to feel like an extension of 
the driver's home. The perception of 


space is heightened by the horizontal 
dashboard, which runs across the 
whole width of the vehicle. The design 
of the interior trim and the shape of 
the chrome-finished air vents also 
combine to enhance the perception 
of width. Customers get a choice of 
cabin finishes and you can also have a 
panoramic sunroof that fills the cabin 
with natural light. Out back, there's a 
decently-sized 300-litre boot. 

COST: Pricing is typical for the 
supermini segment, spanning the 
£11,000 to £17,000 bracket.
